SUBJECT: Quadripartite Ambassadorial Meeting 

1. An Ambassadorial Meeting was called for this after- 
noon for the purpose of briefing the British, Trench and 
Germans on Guban developments. 

2.“\Sy reports that}not only was a very active interest 3 
displayed zn how events were going, butjthere seemed to be an 
implication, Allied interest in seging the US follow through 
effectivelysjLord Hood, for example sked a number of questions 
about the extent to which we were réceiving satisfaction from 
the Russians in our efforts to get them to accept the letter 
of the agreement between Kennedy and Ithrushchev. He wondered, 
for example, whether the Russians were ‘taking cover behind 
Castro’ and expressed approval when told that we were trying 
not to let them get away with this. He said that it was 
important for the US to follow through effectively because of 
the significance of the precedent which this would set in 
uture conflicts which could be expected with the Soviets (he 
was presumably thinking primarily of renewed Berlin pressures). 


52 FBoen Ambassador Alphand and Ambassador lIinappstein 
pressed very hard on the extent to whic e were gaining sdtus- 
faction on the question of inspections tinbassadoe Knappstein 
noted that the CernanfCoveranent had been receiving daily 
reports from its Embassy in Havana giving detailed accounts 
of movement of military equipment into caves and of otherwise 
suspicious goings-on. Paul Nitze asked if this information 
was being communicated to the US dntfanbassador knappsteinta μὲ 
assured him that all of the information was promptly beiff? 
turned over. The Ambassador went on to ask whether we had 
found any corroboratory evidence to support the charges. ie 
was told that we had not despite what we felt was an effective 
air surveillance. Nevertheless, it was conceded that this 
would leave something to be desired.

3. How much the exchange of views effectively reflected 
British, French and German governmental positions, we, of course, 
cannot say. However, insofar as our interpretation of the 
Ambassadors’ attitudes is a correct one, it would seem to sub- 
stantiate our feeling that the vigor of the US follow through 
is being carefully observed by friend as well as foe. In any 
event, Ambassador Thompson assured the group that the US was 
continuing to press home its insistence upon acceptable inspec- 
tion as contemplated in the President's exchange with Khrushchev.
